Art.  3.— Each  candidate  for  admission  shall  be  CandiUiiM. 
proposed  by  one  member  and  seconded  by  another,  by 
a  proposal,  in  writing,  to  be  inserted  m  the  book  of 
Candidates,  and  signed  by  both  mover  find  seconder;  and 
Shall  be  ballotted  for  at  a  ballot  which  may  take  place  after 
the  name  of  the  candidate  and  his  proposer  and  seconder 
have  been  posted  in  the  Coffee-Ec  -  -er  the  hand  of 

the  Secretary,  at  least  ten  days      .

day  of  ballot.  No  ballot  shall  be  ^  twenty -one

Art.  4.— The  ballot  shall  take  place  between  the  Rules  of 
hours  of  Ten,  A.M.,  and  Six,  P.M.,  on  the  expiration  of ''a''*^^ 
the  ten  days  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article ;  such 
ballot  to  be  continued  daily  until  twenty-on«  members 
shall  have  voted.  But  no  such  ballot  shall  be  closed 
before  six  o'clock  on  the  day  on  which  the  twenty-first 
ball  shall  have  been  thrown. 

Art.  5.— On  the  admission  of  each  new  member,  the  N«w 
Secretary  shall  notify  the  same  to  him,  and  furnish  him  ^^^rau*  .^ 
mih  a  printed  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Regulations, 
and  request  him  to  remit  the  amount  of  his  subscription 
to  the  Treasurer. 
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Eotranc*         Art.  6.— The  entrance-fee  ehall  be  Twenty  Ponndfa, 
"jndKutacrip-  and  the  annual  subscription  Five  Pounds.    The  latter 

to  be  payable  in  advanoei  on  the  first  of  December  iu

to  the  Committee,  who  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  erased 
from  the  list  of  members  j  but  he  may  be  re-admitted 
by  the  Committee  upon  assigning  to  them  reasons 
which  they  shall  consider  satisfactory  for  his  failure  of 
payment. 

PaidtoTrea-     ART.  10. — All  entrance-fees  and  annual  subscriptioiB 
•urer.  BhoXl  b3  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  11.  -Any  ordinary  or  privileged  member,  so  bng 
&s  the  cause  or  privilege  exists,  who  shall  remove  hie 
residence  to  a  greater  distance  than  60  miles  from  Quebec 
(all  hia  subscriptions  then  due  being  paid),  may  give 
notice  to  the  Secretary  of  ouch  removal,  and  of  his 
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intention  not  to  make  use  cf  the  Club  thenoefon? ftrd  j 
and  au'sh  member  shall  cease  to  be  liable  to  pay  the 
yearly  subscript'oii  of  $20  so  Jong  as  he  shall  continue 
to  reside  at  such  distance  from  Quebec ;  and  such  mem< 
ber  shall  at  any  time  have  the  right  of  again  u«ng  th» 
Club  by  notifying  his  intention  so  to  do,  and  paying  the 
flubscription  for  the  then  current  year.  But  if  any  mem* 
ber  so  removinz  hig  residence  from  Quebec,  and  taking 
Advantage  of  this  luk,  shall  again  return  to  reside  in 
Quebec,  or  nearer  than  sixty  miles  therefrom,  he  shall, 
within  one  "ionth  from  such  return,  notify  the  Secretary 
tliereof,  and  pay  the  subscription  for  the  then  currrent 
year  J  and  failing  so  to  do,  his  name  shall  be  struck  from 
the  roll  of  members,  unless  ome  ^ood  excuse  be  offerei 
to  the  Committee  to  account  for  hM  neglect. 

Art.  12. — Persons  holding  civil  appointments  ^ndef 
ibe  Provincial  Government,  temporarily  resi^  •«;  in 
Quebec;  members  of  the  Legislature,  not  residen*  in  the 
District  of  Quebec  J  Consuls  or  Representatives  of  any 
ioreign  power,  or  their  attaches,  not  being  permanent 
residents  in  the  Province,  shall  be  eligible  for  election 
without  paying  an  entrance  fee,  but  subject  to  the 
annual  payment,  on  election,  of  $30,  with  the  option  at 
any  time  of  becoming  ordinary  members;  in  which  case 
the  entrance- fse  of  $80  will  be  reduced  by  the  excesa 
they  have  previously  paid  over  ordinary  members,  and 
upon  payment  of  a  farther  sum  of  $10  at  the  time  of 
giving  such  notice. 

Art.  13.— Officers  in  Her  Majesty's  Army  and  Navy, 
and  persons  holding  military  ana  civil  appointments 
under  the  Imperial  Government,  who  may  be  stationed 
in  Canada  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  subject  to  be 
terminated  by  the  occurrence  of  circumstances  beyond 
their  control,  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  members 
Without  payment  of  entrance-fee,  but  subject  to  the 
payment  of  an  annual  sub«c:iption  of  £5,  or  a  serai- 
annual  subscription  of  £2  lOs.  cy. ;  provided,  always, 
that  any  such  officer  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using 
the  Club  for  the  term  of  30  days,  upon  payment  of  Five 
Dollars,  if  he  has  left  Quebec  and  is  quartered  in  any 
other  part  of  British  North  America. 
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Art.  14.— The  members  mentioned  in  the  three 
preceding  Rules  shall  be  styled  Priyileged  Members, 
and,  as  such,  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  ordinary 
members  but  that  of  voting  and  being  elected  members 
of  Committee. 

Art.  15. — Every  candidate  proposed  as  a  privileged 
laember  shall  be  stated  to  be  soon  the  list  of  candidates 
for  election,  which  is  posted  in  the  Coffee-Room ;  no 
candidate  to  be  a  privileged  member  shall  be  placed  on 
the  said  list  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Committe« 
previous  to  posting.  Any  stranger,  not  a  resident  of  ths 
Province,  upon  the  introduction  of  a  member  and  the 
unanimous  sanction  of  the  Committee  at  any  General 
or  Special  Meeting,  may  be  admitted  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  upon  payment  of  an  entrance-fee  of  $10  for 
any  period  under  one  month,  $20  for  any  period  over 
one  month  and  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  $30 
in  all  if  he  continues  for  a  whole  year. 

b  Art.  16.— Any  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
introducing  a  friend  to  breakfast,  lunch,  or  dine  ia  the 
Strangers'  Room,  at  his  sole  expense ;  and  no  stranger 
shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  except  into  the  Strangers' 
Room,  Smoking-Room  and  Drawing-Room,  unless  to 
view  the  house,  and  then  accompanied  by  a  member: 
Provided,  always,  that  any  stranger  dining  with  a  member 
may  be  introduced  by  him  to  the  Billiard-Room,  and  be 
permitted  to  piay  at  the  tables  en  th«  day  he  shall  have 
dined  with  such  member  j  but  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  bring  any  person  into  the  Club  who  is  a 
resident  of  the  District  of  Quebec,  unless  it  be  to 
breakfast,  lunch,  or  dinner. 

Art.  17.— That  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a-half  cents 
table-money  shall  be  paid  by,  or  for,  each  person  dining 
in  the  Club.  I  ;  1-  .6 

Art,  18. — Any  member  whose  dues  are  all  paid  shall 
be  at  libert."  to  withdraw  from  the  Club  on  his  written 
application  to  that  effect,  sent  in  to  the  Committee  before 
the  first  stated  annual  meeting  of  the  Club;  to  be  held 
oa  the  first  Wednesdaj^  in  Peceicber. 
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Art.  19. — In  case  the  conduct  of  any  member,  either  Expmiiionof 
I  la  or  out  of  the  Club,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the"**™'""* 
'^  Committee,  or  of  any  member  of  the  Club  who  shall  certify 
the  f^ame  to  them  in  writing,  be  injurious  to  the 
character  and  interests  of  the  Club,  the  Committee  shall 
be  empowered  to  recommend  such  member  to  resign  } 
'  and  if  the  member  so  recommended  shall  not  resign,  the 
Committee  shall,  within  one  month  from  the  delivery  of 
the  letter  of  such  reooi.imendation,  be  required  to 
flummon  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Club,  by  the  lecision 
of  two-thirds  of  which  meeting  his  name  may  be  erased 
from  the  list  of  members ;  and  any  person  whose  name 
is  80  erased  shall,  ipso  Jfacto,  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Club:  Provided  no  such  recommendation  be  sent  to 
any  member  unless  the  resolution  to  send  the  same  shall 
have  been  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  Comtnittee 
actually  present,  all  of  whom  to  have  been  especially 
Bummoned  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  20. — Any  member  who  shall  withdraw,  resign,  Learlnf, 
or  be  expelled,  shsill  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  ^'jT^®'*  *" 
and  shall  forfeit,  ipsojacto,  all  right  or  claim  thereon,  or  ^  *"** 
in,  or  to  its  property  or  funds.     Any  member  who  shall 
be  expelled  shall  forever  thereafter  be  ineligible  to   be 
re-admitted  ^  member  of  the  Club. 

Art.  21.— All    the  concerns  of  the  Club  shall   be  Committee 
managed  by  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  tnembers,  three  ^^  Manage* 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  in  one  year  by  ballot,  and  two  ™*'°^* 
in  the  following  year,  at  the   General   Meeting  of  the 
Club,  which  shall   be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
December  in   each   year;  and  to    that  end    the   said 
Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  make  such  Rules  and 
Regulations  from  titne  to  time  as  they  may  think  fit,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution.  * 

Art.  22. --If  any  member  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Committee  should  resign,  or  should  a  death-vacancy 
occur,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  choose  a 
qualified  member  to  act  in  his  stead  until  the  annual 
meeting  next  ensuing,  when  the  member  so  chosen  shall 
xetire,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.
